This active literary club held its an- 


nual meeting on Thursday evening, the 
22il inst., in the Channing School-room 
on Pelliaril street. 
Resolutions were 


passed expressive of the club's sincere 
regret at the Rev. Mr. Wendte's depart- 
ure from -Newport, and of their hearty 
appreciation of the invaluable services 
which the club had received from him. 
The Secretary's and Treasurer's reports 
were submitted and approved, and the 
.following officers were elected: Presi- 
dent, Dr. C. A. Brackett; Vice Presi- 
dents, Doctor Sguire and Miss n. F. 
Crandall; Secretary, Miss C. W. Cran- 
dallj Treasurer, W. J. Swinburne. The 
theme of study for the ensuing sessions 
is to be the Political History of Amer- 
ica, say from 1770 to 1800, embracing 
the War of the Revolution and termina- 
ting with the War of Secession. There 
will also be a course of Home Lectures 
on questions of the day, and on literary 
and scientific topics, interspersed with 
evenings for social entertainment, and 
a special evening for "Anonymous Es- 
says," a feature introduced with such 
marked success last year. The regular 
meetings are to be held henceforth on 
the first and third Tuesdays in each 
month, at 8 o'clock p. M,, precisely, 
during the months of November to May 
inclusive.' Fourteen meetings have 
been definitely arranged, and there 
may be special extra ones. There will 
be no public series of lectures and con- 
certs this year, as it is thought more

the lifeless body of Behj. J. Burton was 
found lying on the floor of the kitchiu 
at his residence on Levin street, and 
after viewing the corpse Medical Exam- 
iner H. E. Turner decided that as noth- 
ing suspicious co«ld be gleaned from 
the neighbors or the surroundings it 
was doubtless a cue of suicide, and that 
there was no occasion for an Inquest, 
and so reported. Dr. Turner's opinion 
appeared to be in accordance with 
everybody else's, and the remains were 
made ready for burial and the funeral 
was solemnized on the Thursday folr 
rowing. Scarcely hail the body been 
placed under ground, however, when 
rumors, hinting at family quarrels and 
ugly possibilities, began to be circulat- 
ed broadcast, and soon grew to such 
proportions that the authorities felt 
culled upon to have an investigation. 


The body was disinterred on Satur- 


day morning last and an autopsy held 
at the grave by Medical Examiner II, 
E. Turner, IT. D., assisted by Drs. S. 
W. Francis, S. H. Sears and C. F. liar- 
ker, with Messrs. Chas. L. Stanhope 
and William P. Dcnman as witnesses. 
Search was first made for the ball caus- 
ing the breast wound, and it was found 
to have penetrated the skin three inch- 
es inside of the left nipple, going 
through the left ventricle, passing the 
eighth and ninth ribs about three inch- 
es from the spine, where it was lost. 
The wound in tbe bead was next look- 
ed to, and after a good deal of trouble 
and much searching, the bullet was 
found in the posterior portion of tbe

perhaps not more than two or three; f wish I 
had given liera trade;" the conversation took 
place in the dining room about 7 o'clock- he

Mr, Burton has often told nit 
thathiseiiKmsesat home were a great deal 
more than need be and that lie said to hia 
daughter(Mrfl.

Mrs. Stod- 
dard, a widow living on Thomas street 
near the residence of the deceased who 
thinks she was the first person to en- 
ter the kitchen where the shooting took 
place after Mrs. Dorsey screnmcd, testi- 
fied that Mr. Burton had often com- 
plained to her of his bad feel ings, wishing 
himself dead, and that on one occasion, 
a few days before his death, he said if 
there was a hole big enough he could 
get into it and be buried alive, and that 
only two days previous to his death he 
had said to her "If I had a pistol ready 
I believe I'd shoot myself through the 
brains;" but she had always received 
what ho sai,d in this vain as jokes and 
ho had always laughed at her droll re- 
plies to them. There was nothing in 
the testimony of the physicians beyond 
what was covered in their report of the 
autopsy, except that Dr. Francis, who 
was summoned by tin- family and tlio 
first to appear on tho death scene; ho 
testified that ho did not believe It pos-

The exploration of the two Kraut riv-

Tlieso he crossed 
on snow shoes to the head of tho Tcu- 
nah river, in itself a marvelous accom- 
plishment. For 700 or $00 miles ho fol- 
lowed the Tuunah until it emptied into 
the Tiikon, tho great river of the north, 
to its mouth, a distance of 400 or 500 
miles more. Upon the completion of 
his great journey Lieut Allen repaired 
to Fort Michel on the Bchrings and re-

Tillage. 


Tillage must follow manure. Manure 


must precede tillage. 
Tillage is the 


process by which plant food is digested 
in the s il, and the more thorough it is 
the more rapidly the process of diges- 
tiuii is aeuumplished. Consequently til- 
lage is an exhaustive process. 
How 


dues it accomplish its effect? The very 
method in which it acts proves how it 
exhausts. 
Porous earth is one of the 


most active oxidizing agents known. It 
is by this oxidizing action that itdeo- 
derizes nnd causes the decomposition 
of dead matter. The more it is stirred 
the more this oxidizing action is'stimu- 
lated. But tell the owner of worn down 
poor land to till his soil, nnd what is 
there in it for the tillage to act upon? 
He may, as with a whip upun a jaded 
horse, get one expiring effort from his 
soil, hut it only hastens the end; and so 
tillage of rich'land without manure is 
like the constant hard work of a line 
conditioned horse that is no^fed. Thu 
harder it is worked the sooner it will 
drop and die in its haniess from starva- 
tion. 
.So with soil: the farmer who 


feeds it and gets it into good condition 
and then relies upon tillage to keep it 
so, will starve his land and soon work 
it to death and wear it out. 


Clover seed is so profitable a crop 


that farmers who grow it rarely fail to 
iiccomc well off. It is not so much the 
money received froiii the seed as the 
fact that the soil is improved. In any 
clover-seed crop a considerable portion 
is Kcatteri-d on the ground. This is by 
no nu-ans lost. It remains in the soil 
Kprnii ting and making often a fair catch 
when no seed is sown on grain crops. 
In this way clover once in the land 
stays as persistently as if it were a 
weed, instead of being as it is the very 
In K* friond that (ho farmer can have.
